From Peru has come a series of interesting bank notes, The trans- 
tion of the inscription ofi these is interesting. They are called 
Circular Checks and are issued jointly by the banks of Peru and London, 
Italian, International of Peru, Popular of Peru, German Transatlantic 
and the Savings Bank of Lima in conformity with the laws No. 1968 and 
No. 1982. 

The two notes we have seen are for one half Peruvian gold libra 
and one Peruvian gold libra, with the statement that they are payable 
according to the above mentioned laws. The notes are dated Lima, 

Oct. 3, 1914 and bear the signatures of an agent for the banks and by 
two members of the Committee of Public Safetyy (Junta de Vigilancia), 

Probably the most interesting feature of these notes is a small 
seal saying “Fiscal Stamp 2 centavos", showing that each one of these 
notes pays a tax. The notes are beautifully engraved by the American 
Bank Note Co., New York. ms

The time was too short to 1S5Ueh of tg 
strike any bind of money such 28 silver, copper or nickel, and as @maho 
Cash was recuired at once, not oniy governments, but also large and 
small Places often times of only a few thousand inhabitants, had to 
issue without delay, paper script to cover the first vants. I know of 
paper bills having a value of less than half an American cent. In some 
countries as in France and in Switzerland, paper money especially pre. 
pared arcainst emerreney were instantly put into circulation. 

The first shock being over, the people seeing that the govern- 
ment and banks (here I mean the large banking houses) were able to 
cover their obligations, felt reassured and cash again became mora 
abundant. Quantities of notes issved by cities and manufacturing places 
were withdrawn from circulation in a short whihe but the covernment 
necessity bills remained. In some countries these first governmental 
issues, which vere printed ina hurry ty crude and quick vrdeasses on 

inadequate paper, were later replaced by better executed notes on more 
substantial paper. Such changes took place in Yngland and Holland. 

In some of the invading countries, as in Pelgtum, France, 
Alsace, Poland, Galicia "¢ see a curiotis state of affaira, Cities which 
at first issued paper money under their own proper government, issved later 
after their occupation by the invading armies, paper money under their new 
rulers. In Austria we see besides the issues mentioned above, paper money 
for the exclusive use in the camps of the prisoners of war, and which wag

In the latter part of March President Newell decided to bring his 
collection and numismatic library up to the BSoolety*s building, and esq- 
tablish his headquarters there. A partition between two of the smaller 
rooms was taken out co as to provide sufficient accommodation for him in | 
a single roor. 

Mr. John Reilly, Jr., the Treasurer of the Society, also decided to 
bring his collection of Tar Hastern coins and his numiasmatic books te 
the Society's building, and space has been made for his accommodation in 
one end of the coin room. This brings te the building two of the most 


energetic workers in their respective lines that we have in this country, 
and as both Messrs. Newell and Reiliy will spend a large portion of their 
time there, it will certainly tend greatly to inorease the activity and 
usefulness of the Society. 


The use of the Society's facilities for reseuron work, in the varie | 
ous branches of numismaties, is one of the min reasons for the Society#s 
existance, and work of this kind carried on from time to time in its 
building, has sown of late a steady and moot gratifying increase. 

It was decided that, as it was necessury to make the alterations 
just mentioned at the present time, it would be well also to have the 
interioy of the building painted, and make some changes in the arrange= 


able. This work has accordingly been in progress since the latter part 
of March, and has just been completed in a most satisfactory manner 
greatly xm improving the “ppearanoe and convenience of the building, and 
eee of the wall cases in the main exhibition room has pros .

Although no meetings of the Society are held during the summer 
months, varied exhibitions are maintained as in the winter time, and 
the Society*s collections are accessible to any one interested. 

Every phase of numismatics is taken up and both the general collestor 
and the special student will find in the Sooiety’s building much of 
interest. 


The artistic side of the subject is especially varied and strong. 
The art lover and the art student can spend much time profitably in 
looking over early and modern Buropean medals and coins as well as the 
best works of our own medallists, 


From the historical standpoint the collection is especially rich. 
Facilities are at hand for the investigator to carry on his work in 
the building for a long or a short time. It is manifestly impossible 
to keep on exhibition continuously all of the extensive collections 
of the Society, but it mist be emphasized that it is not the exhibited 
portion alone that is placed at the command of our members or other 
students. The series in our vaults are equal in importance to those 
in the exhibition cases, and they are just as much at the command:of 
collectors. 

The collector of United States coins will find a well-developed 
Collection not only in the regular series but silso in the token series 
which is especially strong. The United States series is especially — 
rich in proof coins, which was turned over to thie Society from the 
American Museum of Natural History'in 1908 with the consent of the 
late Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, the original donor.

Mr. Howland Wood read the folléwing paper on The Coins 
of the Danish West Indies:- 


I thought it would be fitting at this time to make a display and 
give a short talk on the coinage of the Danish West Indies as the question 
has come up again about purchasing these Islands from Denmark, and if this 
should happen, the coinage nov and heretofore used there, should be of added 
interest to out collectors< 

‘Although, up. tO date the territory added to the United States by 
purchase or otherwise, has not been very replete in coins; Alaska had no 
coinage of its own, the Hawaiian Islands had but a limited coinage and the 
money distinctive for the Philippines was very small, while the territory 
that was once Spanish and Mexican,that is now within our domains, was 
almost, if not quite lacking in mints and numismatic remains; -me Porto 
Rico haxe, like the Philippines *°a very small coinage. However, in the 
case of the Danish Yest Indies they hawe had a fairly extensive coinage 
considering that they are Islands of small size and colonies a wt 


ely nok te 
I domtt propose to go into -a history of these islands, which for all 


practical purposes number three in all: St. Thomas, St. John and St. Croix. 
ST. Thomas was discovered by Columbus in 1493 and was first colonized by the 
Dutch in 1657 and later was held by the "nglish.in 1671 it passed into the 
hands of the Danish Yest IndiasCompany. St. John I think has been Danish 
since 1684 and St. Croix since 1733. All of these islands changed hands 
several times before the Danes finially colonized them and even then the 
Wnglish held them for a short while about a hundred years ago. 
The coinage distinctive for these islands began in 1740 during the 
reign of Christian VI. Pieces of 12 skillings in silver and 1 and 2 y 


skillings in copper were struck at the Copenhagen mint. The iriscription 


on the obverse side was in Latin and on the reverse in Panish. The mono- 
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next Monarch, Frederick V,which had a heac instead of the monogram, but 


the king cipher soon found its way back on the coins.

5 bits to equal one cent. The law created first an issued of gold coins 
of 50, 25 and 20 franc pieces of nine hundred parts gold and one hundred 
parts capper. saree Ce and 20 franc pieces were made. I cannot find 
that “e were put into circulation before January 31, 1905. There were 
about two thousand 50 franc pieces made and many more of the 20 francs. 
These pieces are realky very handsome works of art, thoroughly modern and 
up to date. The obverse bears the head of the Monarch, the reverse has 
a figure of a seated female se@ted near a boat. In the poat there is a 
bale of goods, in the right hand of the figure is a rudder, bananas, 
cocaanuts, sugar-cane and palm leaves are on the ground near her; the initials 
of the engraver G. I. are neur the base. Marks of the Copenhagen mint, a P 
and the heayt are on the obverse. 

The gold 25 peseta of Spain was by decree, withdrawn from circulation 

on the advent of this new money. There was another decree for a silverm 


nicknd and bronze coinage; the silver to be eight hundred parts fine, the

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The silver to be of the denominations of 5 francs, 2 o_o 50 bits.; 
the nickFhk 25 Bits or 5 cents; the bronze 10, 5 and 2 yfz vite. I have 
never seen the 5 franc piece nor have I been able to trace that any were 
struck. The other denominations oure fairly common. The reverse of the 
2 frane and 1 france silver pieces have got the figures of three native 
women probably representing commerce, agriculture and manufacture. The 
bronze coins have 4 monogram and an inscription off the reverse and @ sickle. 
On the Island of St. Thomas there appeared to be in the eighttesgt 
or’nineties almost an epidemic of issuing tokens. These were put out by 
the merchants and the steamboat companies. They were af the following 
ienominations: 10 cent, 5 cent and 1 cent pieces with occasional 3 and 2 
eent pieces. You will notice that the middle case is taken up wholly ath 
these tokens. As a class they lack interest and variety, having for the 
ost part only the merchant's name, value and St. Thomas. However, in 
connection with the value it is interesting to note that the value is 
pased on the Mexican dollar, the word Mexic or Mexican Token being used 
on nearly every one of these pieces. The inscription, if one can derive 
any clue from the fev words expressed on the pieces, is in “ngbish vith 
the exception of two or three in French and one or two én Italian. The 
Danish language is not used on a single piece. Metal empaoyed is quite 
largely nickré.

distorted view now seem’ but a secondary issue may in the future prove of the :

trend of its future history wes fought out on the battle fields of Burope. 
Then, no doubt, as is today thse case, the immediate interests and passions of — 
the European nations were centered on the questions of the moment - the 
dominancy of France, the balance of power, the Spanish, and later, the.

Dut imported Greek coins were certainly extensively used 
among the forcigners and large numoers of Athenian tetradrachms, Aeginetan 
staters, and «a general hodge~-podgce of archaic issues from every city of the 
Greek world from Cyrene to Macgdonia and Thrace; from Korcyra to Asia Minor 
and the Phoenician settlements are continually being unearthed in Peypt. 
The nativé Payptiem, bowever, seems to have preferred to trade in bullion 
and consequently many of the hoards found contain a large percentage of 
scraps of mete, ctusi coins out and broken into fragments of every size 
and shape to .©et the needs of the moment, and bars of metal. The scales 
were evidently constantiy used, and coin did not pass by tale. Before the 
arrival of Alexander the Great no coins were actually struck in Egypt exoept 
possibly forgerice of the Athenian tetradrachm which for twe hundred years 
was, practicully speaking, the current coin of the Mediterranean bas 

In the meanwhile ‘another Greek city had sprung inte existence in Africa 
and was fast becoming a comneréial rival to Naukratis < this was Cyrene «= - 
the city whose ruins our American archaeologists ~ore so successfully excavat 
ing when the ‘‘urko-Italian war put a sudden end to their activities. Cyrene 
in ancient times was most famed for her pottery and a certain medicinal 
Plant, the Silphium, now exténot, but which then grew abundantly in that lo= 
Cality. It io this plant, or ite flowers and fruits, that we.find pictured 
on the earliest money of Oyrene. ; 
Further west the great commercial city of Carthage 

flourishing period of her existence, but as her trade le otsncienkal = 
carried on with the barbarous and even savage tribes of Western Afric 
Spain, and the British Isles she found no need to coin money at homes. 
her most valuable possevsions, however, ur the Island of Sioily, . 
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prolifically during the fourth century B. C. + but these issues are somewhat 
outside the scope’ of this paper. . 


With the arrival of Alexander the Great and the foundation of Alexandria 
there gommences the second great epoch of North African history and, needless 
to say, of North Africen coinage as well. Under the enlightened policy of the 
first four Eeolemies Egypt eclipsed her former power and wealth - a result | 
principally due to the fact that she was enabled to practically absorb the | 
trade with the Fast. Great shipping facilities were introduced at various 
ports on the Bed Sea, particuiariy at Berenice + a nume given to the most 
important of these.newly revived harbours in honor of an Egyptian queen, 
whose portrait at, this time also appears on the ccinage. Furthermore, canals 
were constructed between the various arms of the Nile, creat wharfs were 
built at Alexandria, and little by little the ijucrative trade from India was 

diverted from the old land route to the new water route. Now the spices and 
incence of Arabia, the gold and cottons of India, the silks of China came up © 
the Red Sea to Berenice, then down the Nile to Alexandria, and thence to all — 
the known world py secs - a commerce amply protected by the combined Rhodian: - 
and Egyptian novics. < 

The Egyptian coinage of the third century BE. C. reflects the spiendour — 
and wealth of the ‘kingdom. Never before had suck gorgeous gold coins been 

-Gesued in such extraordinary quantities as now appeared. Gold dodekadrachms, 
octodrachms, pentadrachms, tetradrecshms, drachms, to say nothing of silver ,

The photo in question was probably made from the sculptor's model. 
If you have one of these medals in your collection, as she thinks you 
have, you will note that the G resembles a C, that the D can easily be 
Mistaken for an O and that the I'its so close to the upright of the 
N that one can scarcely distinguish it. The Keystone people read it 
CARON instead of GARDIN.

The word of the death of ir. John Reilly, Jx., on Friday, Janury goth, / 
will bring a feeling of loss to many of the readers of " The Numismatist” who knew 
him. He passed away at the New York Hospital, after a serious operation. 

Mr. Reilly was born in PYiladelphia, in 1876. He craduated xexaux fron 
Princeton University, where he spent. four years in post graduate work as an 
electrical engineer. His interest in numismatics began early - its concern with 
‘the oriental field is in large measure due to his contact with that distinguished 
oriental numismatist H. A. Ramsden, whom he met in Japan, during his second visit 
in 1909. It was on this second visit to the orient that he acquired the Munro 
collection - a collection formed in Tokyo during a long residence there by 
- Dr. Neil Gordo Munro, a physician. Many of these pieces served as illustrations 
in Dr. Munro’s valuable book "The Coins of Japan" published in 1904. fo this 
collection Mr. Reilly added from tims to time, sided chiefly with the guidance of 
Mr. Ramsden. The friendship to which their correspondence attests resulted, on 
the death of Mr. Ramsden, in his collection's passing into the possession of 
Mr .Reilly. The collection was received ne New York, in 1917, and on Merch 7th 1918, 
és eteinins- of 80 and an outline of sone of its important series wae presented in an 
address before the American Numismatic Society. A synopsis will be found in 
"The Numismatist” for April 1918. 

The combined Munro end Ramsden collections with such additionas as had 
been made, gave Mr. Reilly's collection the very first rank in this field, and 
this pre-eminence has been increased as opportunity offered, chiefly in sections 
-whieh had not been favoured by Messrs. Munro and Ramsden, such as the ancient 


silver ingots and modern coins.

Me. Reilly was always glad t place his collection at the disposal of 
those who were interested, md his kindly patience in making oscure points clear 
will not som be forgotten by those who have experienced his courtesy. He fowmd 
time to serve om the Comeil and Boardof Governors of the American Numismatic 
Society, and was its Treasurer from 1915 to 1923; during Mr. Newell's absence 
abroad he ms Acting President of the Society. 

There is creat satisfaction that Mr. Reilly lived to see the new and @ larged 
home of the Museum for which he did so mich. ‘The roam there whith was fitted for 
housing his collection, received a great deal of attention fram Mr. Reilly, and 
his careful planning has made of it en exceptionally attractive display, ami a 
nonunent Ye nts interest in every farm of oriental numisnatica. It is no mean 

; distinction that he was the first to see the importance of this mterial - it would 
be all but imposd ble to bring together another collection such as that to which 


wr. Reilly devot ed his life.

Responding to yours of December 29th, I beg to advise you 
that the consignment of the back numbers of the Numismatist, was sold to Mr, 
Rood and shipped to him on June 16th, 1931. The transaction was on the basis 
of a long time credit and the price offered was entirely satisfactory to us. 
We have not received-a payment against these Numismatists except in the form 
of a number of items purcke sed from Mr. Rood's lists. 


I d@ not know Mr. Rood personally but his early correspondence 
with me indicated that he was endeavoring to set up an establishment which 
would deal in numismatic publications. It seemed to me that there was room and 
need.for such an agency and I ventured to encourage him in the course he was 
undertaking, notwithstanding the difficultues which I foresaw and of which, if 
my memory serves me right, I did not fail to warn him. Conditions at present, 


as‘you will hardly need to be reminded, are not ideal for the ‘selling of anything. 


and least of all such highly specialized material as numismatic literature. In 
consequence, it seems to me thet Mr. Rood deserves commendation and support 
rather than such opposition as seems to have been leveled in his direction at the 
last meeting. of the As N. A. This, according to my under standing, is due to the 
condition that Mr. Rood takes a long time to pay his bills, but,if he has to 
seek the means for paying his bills from the sale of such material as was turned 
over to him by one individual, my personal judgment is that this individual ; 
would have been certain to have hai no income from the saleof what he had turned 
over to Mr. Rood, whereas by turning it ovwr it was at least possible that he 
might have. 


Iam witing this to you in conf idence as being my own personal 
attitude and in no sense binding on the American Numismtic Society. It seems 
to me that the program outlined by Mr. Rood offoffering several years of the 
Numismatist at a reasonable price promised well for increasing the interest in 
that publication and especially for the building up of files of its back numbers.

Dear Mr. Noe: 


Like you, I have never met Mr. Rood personally. About July or Au- 
gust, 1930, he wrote me a lengthy letter looking to the purchase of a 
large quantity of back numbers of The Numismatist, particularly the very 
early issues--wanted to buy our entire stock of these if I remember 
correctly. At that time I knew nothing about him. He stated that it was 
his intention to build up a business in numismatic literature, magazines 
and books, etc. Like you, I have felt for a long time that there was 
need and room for some one to establish a business of this kind, as I 
frequently receive letters asking where a certain book can be obtained. 
I answered Mr. Rood's letter in this spirit, but did not feel justified 
in offering to sell him any great quantity of back numbers at the price 
he offered. I did not sell him any or agree to sell him any, and he does 
not owe me, personally, or as manager of The N., a dollar. 

In Sept., 1930, he had a small advt. in The N. As soon as this 
issue was out I received a complaint from E. H. Adams that Mr. Rood had 
bought one of his books, several months previously, and had been un- 
able to get the money for it. I think he named a few dealers who had 
sent Mr. Rood coins on approval and had been unable to collect for them. 
I wrote these dealers and they verified Mr. Adams' statement. 

About this time I was in correspondence with Mr. Brand, Cincinnati, 
and he told me that he had about concluded the sale of his numismatic 
library and back numbers with Mr. Rood. I immediately informed him of 
what I had learned. Mr. Brand wrote me that he had agreed to sell, or 
had sold, with a small down payment, other payments to be made at inter- 
vals. At the EAHKXKBHARHAE Cincinnati convention a year later Mr. Brand 
told me he had instituted suit against Mr. Rood on the transaction. 

During the past year I have made a little investigation of Mr. Rood. 
It has not been thorough, but just as opportunity offered. 

John M. Oliver, Springfield, Mass., wrote me that he had sold a lot 
of back numbers to him and was unable to get a settlement. 

Raymond L. Caldwell, Lamcaster, Pa., wrote me that he dickered with 
lr. Rood for the purchase of his large stock of back numbers, and finally 
agreed to sell them to him, to be sent C. 0. D. Mr. Rood failed to take 
them from the express office, and Mr. Calwell had to pay return charges 
on them. 

Mr. Bolender has published Mr. Rood's name in one of his catalogs 
PA eet deg bought coins at auctiom from him and was unable to get a set- 

ement. 

At the Cincinnati convention, when the matter came up, Mr. Rood and 
his transactions seemed to be known to a good many, and I did not hear 
anyone say a@ word in his defense.

mri the vast year or so I have had an occasional letter from Mr. 
ery banda 4? his letters is that he is not dishonest, but that 
he is unable to pay his debts when they are due. This may be true, but 
it does not harmonize with a letter I received from him before I knew 
anything about him. This letter is dated Jan. 15, 1930. One paragraph 
reads: 


"As my previous letter stated, I shall form a collection of U. &. 
and Territorial Gold, in uncirculated and proof condition only, with 
Russian platinum, Japanese gold obans and Spanish Doubloons by way of 
diversion. . . . The ordinary 8 scudo pieces of Spain or Mexico is 
not a rare or expensive coin, but is historically interesting, and it is 
my fancy to accumulate them in quantit condition fine to uncirculated.” 
(The underscoring is Mr. Soaetar: 


This seems to me an expensive line of coins to collect for a man 
who claims he is unable to pay his debts. 


The action taken at the Cincinnati convention was not intended to 
handicap anyone who wants to do an honest business in the sale of back 
numbers. But we do not want to see our members defrauded, and we are 
merely asking them to watch their step if anybody makes them an offer ; 
for their back numbers. 


Our business in back numbers and extra copies is not large. Last 
year it amounted to only $175, including the 400 copies sold to the 
A. I. 5S. SO we can hardly consider Mr. Rood a business rival. The 
sending out of back numbers, one or two at a time, is more or less of 
a nuisance, and we do it only to accommodate subscribers who want to 
complete their volumes. It would be quite a relief if all this business 
could be turned over to some one willing to do the right thing. 


{ have written you very candidly on the subject and trust you will 


consider it entirely personal, and treat it confidentially. There are 
some other features about the matter that I might have mentioned, but r 


trust the above will be sufficient.

point out the folly of his antagonizing the chief market for his pack numbers 
of the Numismtist, which he e@idently desires to feature. I anticipate that 
he would counter by asking a change of attitude on the part of the American 
Numismatic Association - certainly to the extent cf permitting him to advertise 
his offer of runs of teck numbers. As I wentioned in my previous ae oe 
this has such obvious advantage for the Numismtist and is so obviously of practical — 
value in stimulating collecta’s that it should be given precedence over some of — 
the almost fantastic schemes which have been submitted from time to time. It ts 
seems to me to offer much greater promise than the program outlined in your recent 
issue, fostered “by the Cincinnati organization. 


: .." I may be quite wrong in urging that Mr. Rood be given a 
chance.

Replying to your letter of the 7th inst. 


I have no objection to your writing to lfir. Rood along any line you 
may feel disposed, except that I would not care to have it anpear that 
I have suggested any correspondence from you to him. In such case it 
would not be necessary or advisable that I should see, approve or cor- 
rect anything that you might write him. 


I do not feel that he is a business rival in the sale of back num- 
bers of the magazine. I have no doubt he has many back numbers not in 
our stock, and the sale of these by him in no way affects us. We do 
not at any time buy back numbers to replenish our stock. We have a 
uniform price for back numbers, which I understand he does not, and 
most everybody would prefer to buy from us, if we can furnish copies 
wanted, because our stock is practically as new, while most of his 
have been handled at least a little. 


I cannot see my way clear to accept any advertising from him at 
this time, if he should ask for it, in the face of what many members 
seem to know about him. To do so would bring vigorous protests from 
many, as well as criticism that we are not sincere in trying to pre- 
vent members being imposed on. The only way I can see at this time 
to resume advertising from him would be by his settling at least the 
important claims against him, and to.do so then would make me feel 
that we are treading on dangerous ground. 


I have been told that one of our members whom he owes had a Detroit 
lawyer endeavor to collect his claim. The lawyer reported, after in- 
vestigation, that he was "execution-proof." 


I have also been told that he is now advertising in Hobbies maga- 
zine and that one of our members has protested to its publishe®. I am 
also told that the publisher has said he will discontinue his ads. if 
a second complaint is received. 


From all I have learned about him I feel that he is not worthy of 
much consideration.
